Correspondence of the Baltimore American. 

Washington. Jan. 10. 

In the Senate, Air. Ashlev, from the committee on 
Public Lands, reported back the bill to establish a 
general permanent pre-emption system in favor oi 
actual settlers upon the public lands, without amend- 
ment. 

Air. Dougluss, on leave, introduced a bill to estab- 
lish a territorial government in Oregon, which was 
read twice and referred to the committee on Terri- 
tories. 

Mr. Douglass gave notice of a bill to establish the 
territory of Alinesota. 

Air. Hannegan submitted the following resolutions, 
which were read and ordered to be printed: 

Resolved, That no treaty of peace can be made 
with Alexico, having a proper regard for die best 
interests of the United States, which does net estab- 
lish as a boundary between the two nations tie most 
suitable line for military defence. 

Resolved, That in no contingency can the United 
States consent to the establishment of a montiTchiial 
government within the limits of Alexico, by the in- 
tervention of European powers. 

Resolved, That it may become necessary and prop- 
per, as it is within the constitutional capacity of this 
Government, to hold Alexico as a territorial appen- 
dage in the condition of a province. 

Air. A'ulee, from the committee on Naval Affairs, 
reported a bill making an additional appropriation of 
$150,000 for the Brooklyn Dry Dock, which was 
three times read, with unanimous consent, and 
passed. 

The bill authorising the appointment of twelve 
assistant pursers in the navy was taken up, and, after 
being amended so as to make them commissioned 
officers, the bill was passed 

The morning business being disposed of, the Sen- 
ate proceeded to the consideration of the special 
order, being the bill to raise, for a limited time, an 
additional military force. 

Air. Johnson, of Md., took the floor, and, after 
speaking for some time, gave way to a motion to ad- 
journ and the Senate adjourned. 

In the House of Representatives, the Speaker an- 
nounced that the first business in order would be the 
joint resolution respecting the transportation of the 
mails, and the amendments to the same recommended 
by the committee of the Whole. 

After several amendments had been voted upon, 
the question was put on ordering the resolution to 
be engrossed, and decided in the negative. So the 
resolution was killed. 

On motion of Air. Vinton, the House now resolved 
itself into a committee of the Whole, and took up 
the President's message for reference. 

Mr. AIcClernand, of Illinois, addressed the com- 
mittee at length. He went into a general defence 
of the measures of Air. Polk, the war question, and 
the veto of the harbor and river bill included. 

Air. Stanton, of Tennessee, followed and took 
ground against the doctrines laid down in the veto 
message bv the President. He reviewed the argu- 
ments ol the President and argued to show that 
they were incorrect. He replied to the speech ot 
Mr. Rhett, made on a former day on the subject of 
internal improvements. 

He regretted the necessity of differing from the 
President — regretted it on account of the conse- 
quences, for if the President's doctrine were to be 
lully and fairly carried out on this subject it would 
blow out every light-house and sweep away every 
pier on the whole length of our coasts, and leave our 
commerce unprotected. 

But although he believed there was constitutional 
authority for works of internal improvement, such as 
were named in the vetoed bill, yet he did not believe 
it would be expedient, at this time, while engaged in 
an expensive and just foreign war, to carry on such 
works. He was for voting every dollar the Presi- 
dent asked for, to enable him to carry on the war 
vigorously, even if it should require a tax to be laid 
on tea and coffee. He, however, hoped it would not 
be found necessary to tax those articles. 

Air. Stewart, of Pennsylvania, next obtained the 
floor, when a motion was made for the committee to 
rise, which was agreed to. 

Air. Adams asked leave to introduce a resolution, 
granting the Representatives’ Hall lor the use of the 
Colonization Society to hold its annual meeting on 
Tuesday evening, the 18th instant. Air. Baily.of 
Virginia, objecting, the rules were suspended and 
the resolution was offered. It lies over.

MILITARY INSTITUTE. 



This Institution, created by an Act of the General Assembly, 
will be opened fjr the reception of Pupils, 

On the 1st of .llarvk, IN 17, under the immediate di- 
rection and entire control of a 

Board of Visitors, 

Appointed by the Executive of the Commonwealth. 

I T contemplates a Military Organization for Literary and Sci- 
entific purposes; an education eminently scientific and prac- 
tical; the formation of regular habits, and the diffusion of a 
knowledge of Military Science. 

Military duties will not be permitted to interfere with the pu- 
pil’s progress in study, but will rather take the place of his un- 
profitable, and often, viciuus play. 

The course of study adopted, and which will he required in 
order to graduation, is that usually taught in the best Colleges, 
except that hut one language is required, (Latin or French.) the 
time usually occupied by the second, being devote ! to a more e\. 
tended course in Mathematics, Natural .Science and Euglish Lit 
erature. 

A Preparatory Department is organized in connection with the 
Institute, in which boys of any age are taken, and are subjected 
to the same Military discipline as the Cadets. 

The position of the Institute, at the Franklin Springs, near 
Frankfort. Kentucky, (recently occupied by the Franklin Insti- 
tute.) is admirably adapted in every respect to Academical pur 
poses; the locality being airy and healthy, the mineral waters 
salubrious, t lie buildings elegant, extensive and commodious, and 
entirely apart from Hie contamination and multiplied malign in- 
fluences. which seem inseparable from a city or village residence. 

The Institution is placed under the charge of Col. R. T. P. 
ALLEN, as Scpkrintexdext, who has been brought prominent- 
ly before the public, as a competent and successful teacher and 
governor of youth, by his honorahle graduation at the United 
States Military Academy; his subsequent connection with the 
Army, and with the Engineering Service of the General Govern- 
ment, as Superintendent of public works: by his long experi- 
ence as ail Instructor, by his recent connection with theTransB- 
vania University. 

The Academic Year willbe divided into two Sessions 
of twenty one weeks each. 

The first commencing on the 1st Monday in October, and the 
second on the 1st Monday in March. The only vacation occupying 
the months of August and September. 

The month of July will be speut in an excursion tnrongh the 
State, for the better study ol its Geology and of Natural Science 
generally. 

Applicants for admission, on payingtbe charge of the Institute, 
and presenting a certificate of good moral character, will he ad 
mitted into the classes as their advancement may justify, and 
upon satisfactorily passing the next examination tiieiealter, will 
beentitled to a warrant of appointment, as Cadet,f r om the Gov- 
ernor. The uniform of the Cadets is plain and neat, and being of 
Kentucky Jeans, will gieatly reduce the expense of their clothing.
